As Germans Approach With- 
in 37 Miles of Rumanian 
Capital. 

LACK0F REINFORCEMENTS

Officials Move to Jassy, Near 
Russian Frontier— 37 Miles 
from Capital. 

Paris, Nov. 29.— The Rumanian 
government and diplomatic authori- 
ties have left Bucharest and gone to 
Jassy, according to a Havas dispatch 
from Bucharest. 

Jassy lies about 200 miles north- 
east of Bucharest near the Russian 
frontier. 

The operations of the Teutonic 
allies in Rumaina have brought them 
appreciably nearer Buch nest and are 
still progressing from the north and 
west and to the south and southwest. 

The operations in Macedonia are 
somewhat beclouded by reason of di- 
vergent reports. Berlin says that 
north of Monastir renewed attacks by 
the entente allies failed while the 
Serbian war office claims that in 
fighting along the entire front, the 
Serbs at several points made advan- 
ces of several hundred meters. Sofia 
on the other hand, asserts that at- 
tacks on Hill 1050 and the village to 
Jaralovo were put down by the Bul- 
garians and Germans, as likewise 
was a British offensive in the Vardar 
region south of the village of Bogoro- 
ditza.

BALANCED RATION FOR CALF 

Separator Milk la Liable to Cause In. 



(By GEORC5K H. GLOVER, Colorado 
Agricultural College, Fort Collins.) 
Separator milk la not a balanced 
ration for calves. On this feed alone, 
and the way It Is usually given to 
tln iti. they are liable to get lndlges- 
tlon, as shown by a bloated condition, 
capricious appetite and diarrhea. Most 
of this trouble can be averted by add- 
ing a handful of oilmen!, cornmeal or 
cottonseed meal, to supply, In a wny, 
the fat that bus been removed In the 
skimming. The mill, should be giveu 
to 1 bciii warm and never when It Is 
frothy. Never allow a calf to drink 
all of the milk Unit it want* at one 
meal. It Is bad practice to allow sev- 
eral calves to drink out of one 
trough, some of them will get too 

much. Care In f ling calves lit of 

vastly more importance than 
for calf scours.

TO PREVENT WHITE SCOURS 

Pennsylvania 

tlon Outlines 
to 

White arour- la a 
heii.e Its suppression lies In the pre- 
vention of Infeetlon. The Pennsylva- 
nia Mate experiment station outlines 
the followlnc sugjreMlons for the pre- 
vention iff thin dlserne: 

The cow should ho permitted to 
drop her calf upon n elean hed of 
straw In n thoroushly disinfected 
stall. Immediately after MM of the 
calf, the iiMil.ill.nl cord should he 
winked In a 'i per cent solution of 
standard dip. A wide -mouthed 
will be the most convenient 
container for the solution, as It may 
he held aJaM to the ImmI.v iiutl the cortl 
folded down Into the solution. 

To prevent contamination the cord 
should not he tomhed with the Mu- 
lt r-. After suit ki iik.'. both the cord 
and an area ftiroe inches In diameter 
surroundlni; It should be painted with 
Iodine, by menus of a small pb-ce of 
absorbent rotten. A dryinir powder 
of equal parts boric MM, powdered 
alum and (lowers of sulphur should 
then he dusted on the eortl twice dally 
until It has dried off. The powder 
should be applied with a dustiiiK can. 

Additional precautions Include the 
rinsing of the cow's udder with a dip 
solution to destroy cenns on these 
parts before the calf Is suckled, and 
thorough cleauiiii: of the stable, In- 
cluding disinfection of the walls and 
doors. 

If the calf Is very valuable, dairy- 
men are advised by the lYiuisylvaiiiii 
station to inject a serum prepared 
from a number of organisms found In 
calves with white scours, as a pre- 
ventive. This should lu- 
lls the calf Is <lrop|H-d.

Llflhtning Rods Protect Strawstacka. 

For several years an Iowa farmer 
has protected hla strawatacks with 
lightning rods in the tame manner 
that he protects hl8 farm buildings. 
The uprights on a Btai-k are supported 
on a footboard which runs the full 
length of the stack, along the ridge. 
The rods are grounded through gas 
pipes, the lower ends of which are 
buried deep In the earth. This ap- 
paratns is used from year to year. 
When a stack is to be removed the 
cable and rods are rolled up and put 
aside until a new stack has been built. 
The device can be quickly and easily 
installed. Though twelve trees on this 
farm and three barns on neighboring 
farms have been struck by lightning 
In recent years, the barns and stacks 
on this farm have so far enjoyed com- 
plete immunity from damage by light 
ning— From the April Popular Me 
chaulcs Magazine.

New V irk, Nov. m— Steps for n 
state wide egg boycott, with the 
weight of official sanction from mayors 
of cities throughout Naw York, to 
give it force, were taken today it was 
aonouiu i ii her* by Joseph Hartiu m, 
commissioner of weights and BMU- 
ures, and Seerct;irv<if Mayor Mitchel's 
committee on food supply. Mr. 
Hartie i" Midtel Mayor C. F. Burns 
of Troy, N. Y., president of the con- 
ference of mayors of cities of New 
York state advised him by telephone 
that he was about to call upon the 
mayor of every city in the state to 
"issue a proclamation to the people 
urging them not to use eggs for two 
weeks except for the aged, infirm, 
sick and children." 

The boycott is the only method by 
which we can smash the power of the 
special interests which are under- 
stood to control the egg market, 
Mayor Burns believes," Mr. Harti- 
gan said. "The program he proposes 
is that each commodity in turn shall 
receive the same treatment and that 
in the public interest the mayors will 
■i._nt <tp ihp same proposition with re- 
gard to each article. In cities else- 
where the boycott is being adopted 
with official sanction." 

He said motion picture interests 
have volunteered to help the boycott 
campaign by flashing slides in their 
theaters informing the public what to 
do from time to time. 

A state commission to deal with the 
present increased cost of living will 
be urged upon the legislature by Goy. 
Whitman.
